It would take a statistician to 
figure it out but, if you took: their 
offspring into account, the number 
of former Canadians and their de- 
scendants in the U.S. also prob- 
ably could re-people the whole of 
Canada witb its 15,600,000 popula- 
tion. ‘ 

The: U.S. immigration. service 
places at 3,307,836 the number of 
Canucks, who have moved south 
of the border since 1820, the year 
immigration statistics first were 
compiled. The latest Canadian 
census figures put the population 
of the three Prairie provinces at 
2,804,000 while metropolitan Van- 
ceuver numbers some 530,700. 

The U.S. figures don’t take into 
account those Canadians who emi- 
grate to the U.S., stay a while 
and then pack up and go back 
home. The Canadian government 
estimates this return movement 
currently is running at about 4,000 
a year. 

But the U.S. totals do show that 
the flow of Canadians southward, 
long a problem for Canadian gov- 
ernments in their concern about 
the country’s development and 
need for more people, is running 
strong—and rising. 

More than 250,000 Canadians,. 
205,000 of them’ native-born, have 
crossed the border since the end 
of the Second World War. In the 
same period, approximately 85,000 
Americans went north to take up 
permanent residence in Canada. 
This.works out to three Canadians 
lost to the U.S. for every Ameri- 
can emigrating to Canada. . 


After a 15-year lull through the 
depression and. the. war years, 
Canadian emigration to the U.S. 
pitked up in 1946, jumping to the 
20,000s and holding that pace until 
the early 1950s. It rose to 33,354 
in 1952 and to 36,283 in 1953. The 
total eased to 34,873 in 1954, when 
a mild economic recession cut the

COLUMBUS, O.—The case of a 
boy with two mouths, a medical 
rarity, was described recently in 
Atlantic City, N.J., before the Am- 
erican Society of Plastic and Re- 
constructive Surgery by Dr. Hugh 
G. Beatty, Columbus, O., surgeon, 
reports United Press. 

The unidentified boy, now 12, is 
the son of a Canton, O., carpenter. 
He has recovered from the series 
of three operations begun when 
he was 18 months old and, with 
the exception of a faint jaw de- 
pression where the extra mouth 
had been, appears normal. 

Beatty said the extra mouth 
was 1% inches wide and had no 
direct connection with the true 
mouth. : : 

The second. mouth, however, was 
fully developed with lips, a tongue 
and at the time of surgery, tooth 
buds. 

Although the ‘tongues were not 
connected, Beatty said both ap- 
parently had a common nerve sup- 
ply. When one tongue moved, the 
other moved correspondingly.

The greatest Canadian migra- 
tion was in 1924, with 200,690 
crossing the horder: The smallest 
year was 1887, when’ only nine 
Canadians departed. The totals 
dropped below the 20,000 mark in 
1931 and averaged only about 10,- 
000 a year until the post-war up- 
swing in 1946. 

Officials here say a number of 
factors, including higher wage 
scales and a milder climate, ‘at- 
tract Canadians to the U.S. 


U.S. industry admittedly tries to 
attract Canadians to its ranks. 
‘One U.S. banking executive re- 
cently said American banking in- 
stitutions seek Canadian bankin, 
executives and personnel becaus' 
of their high calibre. ; 

The emigration drain, since it 
includes a large percentage of pro- 
fessional and technical workers, 
is worrisome for Canadian indus- 
try. Of the more than 250,000 Can- 
adians who have emigrated since 
the end of the war—and these 
include wives and children as well 
as wage-earners — nearly 30,000 
were professional and semi-profes- 
sional people. One factor is the 
large number—more than 1,200 in 
the ‘ 1953-54: academic year—of 
‘Canadian university students tak-. 
ing post-graduate courses at Am- 
erican colleges and universities. 
Many of these. are attracted to 
higher-paying professional jobs in 
the U.S. ° ‘ 

There are however, some hopeful 
factors. Official statistics show a 
growing number of professional 
workers among Americans emi- 

ing to Canada. From 1945 to. 
1958. for example, - professional | 
personnel moving to Canada from 
the U.S. totalled 5,196, compared

Predict higher 
turkey prices 


Higher turkey prices are 
prenioed for this fall by the 
askatchewan Poultry Board 
in a release which urges mar- 
keting as the birds become 
ready. 

The release states: 


“Based on the number of poults 
hatched, the 1955 Canadian turkey 
crop will be an estimated 2.5 per- 
cent smaller than last year. Sask- 
atchewan’s turkey crop is roughly 
the same. What is also important 
is that the American turkey hatch 
is down slightly—this decrease .is 
mainly in light broiler turkeys. In 
view of these crop. estimates, 
somewhat stronger prices are ex- 
pected this year’ than prevailed in 
1954. In 1954 about 33,000,000 
pounds of turkeys were marketed 
in Canada and slightly over. 5,- 
500,000 pounds of eviscerated tur- 
key imported from the United 
States i ; 
Eviscerating plants 


“The Canadian turkey industry 
is gradually adjusting itself to 
meet the increasing demand for 
eviscerated turkey. It is becoming 
more and more difficult to com- 
pete on the Eastern market with 
New York dressed birds. Eight 
eviscerating plants are now estab- 
lished in Saskatchewan to process 
our turkeys. = 


“To permit these plants to. op- 
erate efficiently and pay top prices 
to producers, the turkey market- 
ing season must be extended. Tur- 
keys should ‘flow to these plants 
from now until Christmas in a 
steady volume. A short period of: 
marketing in Decémber will not 
permit eviscerating these birds for 
the Christmas market. 

“When turkeys reach the stage 
of maturity where they have the 
desired finish; they should be mar- 
keted. For well fed turkeys this 
ought to be about 25 weeks for 
females and 28-30 weeks for toms. 
Delay in selling these turkeys will 
hold up processing as well as cost- 
ing more for extra feed. Under no 
circumstances should poorly finish- 
ed turkeys be marketed. Your best 
profit is in.a well finished bird, 
bringing top grade. To avoid con- 
gestion at the killing plant, to cut 
down on. shrinkage and to avoid 
disappointment at marketing time, 
contact your produce dealer early

The goods dumped here con- 
sist of livestock, poultry, eggs, 
fish, fruits, vegetables, canned 
food, electrical goods, industrial 
chemicals and paper. 

All prices are marked down in 
order to compete. with: goods from 
elsewhere. As,a result the cost of 
living is lower than that‘of Tokyo. 
Manila, Singapore and . elsewhere 

‘in the Far East, although this is 
not intended in the dumping policy 
of the Chinese Communists. 


Eggs are as cheap as. 25 cents 
a. dozen and beef steak is: not 
more than 60 cents a_ pound.

But in the 
same instant—and this is hard to 
describe—a. feeling of reassurance 
came from somewhere.

He was able to walk with sup- 
port to the automobile that took 
him to the hospital. It appears, 
therefore, that he was not serious- 
ly weakened from the attack, nor 
suffering great pain. 

In my case, the doctor’s first 
action was to give me a massive 
‘sedative, I went to the ambulance 
on a stretcher. 

The president was placed in an 
oxygen tent.

garden tractors 


Operating costs on farm garden 
tractors have been recorded at the 
Canada Depattment of Agricultuag 
Experimental Farm,. . Smithers, 
B.C., since 1950 and the results il- 
lustrate some points of economic 
importance. 


Costs of operation are compris- 
ed of fixed expenses and variable 
expenses, The fixed expenses are 
made of depreciation, interest and 
housing, which are charged ari- 
nually at 10 percent, 214 percent 
and 4% percent, of the original cost 
of the tractor. Variable expenses 
are comprised of charges for fuel 
and oil, servicing, repair parts and 
repair labor. These variable costs 
cah be kept..to a minimum ‘by 
providing tractors with regular 
maintenance as prescribed by the 
manufacturer. A few minutes daily 
attention can avoid many costly 
repair bills, particularly as the 
tractor gets older. 

However, even a well cared for 
tractor. cannot. be operated eco- 
nomically unless it is put to full 
use on the farm. To illustrate this 
point, a 3-4 plow tractor was used 
for 973 hours in 1952’ at an aver- 
age cost of 90 cents per hour. In 
comparison, a 2 .plow tractor was 
operated for only 342 hours in 
1953 at a cost of 97 cents per 


hour..,With.the limited use obtain- _. 


ed from ‘the ‘small tractor, the 
costs. of depreciation, housing and 
interest were much higher when 
calculated on an hourly basis than 
they were in the case of the large 
tractor. i: 

Similarly, a garden tractor oper- 
ated for only 72 hours in 1951 cost 
98'cents an hour to run. At the 
othér extreme, the same machine 
did: 215 hours of work in 1952 and 
the cost. was only 51 cents an hour. 

While. tractor: usage is: limited 
by the size of the farm, in many 
cases economic operation can be 
maintained by doing custom work, 
In this way set charges such as 
depreciation, etc., can be offset ta 
a substantial degree,
